DRYING SEED CORN 


INSURES GOOD STAND 


Tests in caring for seed corn at the 


Ohio Experiment Station shows that 
corn giving the best germination tests 
in tho spring is that which has been 
dried o»it well in the fall and to which 
some artificial heat has been applied.
